Fee* liaison purposes with the Coned. ttee 
for e Free Europe and the Crusade for F ree dcn, a Heir fork office of the Comities 
has been established with the Director there, also charged with the duties 
falling within the soope of the Overseas Chine e Contacts Breach. 

Operating Progran 

Biaring the balsas* of the fiscal year the Coawittee will complete its 
staffing in tarns of present objectives. It will else complete a surrey of 
all Asian countries calculated to discover and contact those organisations 
and instrumentalities with which the Coawittee can work towards its aims. 

In those areas share such weans are found, it nay be appropriate for the 
CoEr&ttee to open offices for represent at ire- who will serve as local agents 
of the Coawittee. The Cowaitiee will work through, and create where nec- 
essary, re-sponsible and coops tent local groups to carry out the psychological 
warfare of the toasdttee in each country.
